Four Men Killed in 
March on Ford 
Plant.

DETROIT. March 8 .- T h e D etroit 
area today counted the cost of 
first 
m ajor 
unemploym ent 
riot 
siace changing 
conditions threw 
thousands 
of 
residents 
out 
work. 
In the m orgue, in Jail and in ho*, 
pitals w ere victim s of the b itter 
battle th at developed late yester­ 
day when unem ploym ent 
dem on­ 
strato rs m arched on the plant of 
the Ford Motor company in D ear­ 
born. 
Four men, m archers or bystand­ 
ers, were shot to death, and sev­ 
eral score of persons — including 
H arry H. B ennett, chief of the Fiord 
service 
departm ent 
(private po­ 
llee) and 
eight 
other officers— 
w ere injured 
before 
the dem on­ 
stra to rs w ere repulsed at the gates 
of th e factory. 
A dozen men from the ranks of 
the 3,000 or m ore m archers w ere In 
Jail, some facing possible m errier 
charges. 
Keep W atch on Ford W ant. 
Augmented forces of the law to­ 
day kept u n re e lin g watch on the 
alw ays closely guarded Ford plant. 
b utte 
police. D etroit officers and 
D earborn policemen blocked every 
approach to the plant against the 
possibility of a second m arch. 
A uthorities professed to have no 
definite reason to believe another 
m arch would m e m ade The demon 
strato ra fled, leaving one dead and 
th ree dying behind. Three of 
the 
dead w ere identified as Joe York, 
Joe D ebruske 
and 
Coleman 
J. 
Lens. 
Y esterday's 
dem onstration bad 
been announced weeks In advance, 
som e of the announcem ent* saying 
W illiam T. Foster, Commutst lead­ 
er, would be in it. Foster was not 
identified in the crowd, but he and 
W illiam Reynolds, described by pe­ 
nce as a Com m unist agitator, wen) 
sought. 
Those of the m archers who talk ­ 
ed to new spaper men after the b at­ 
tle. declared they them selves w ere 
not Com munists. 
They said the 
dem onstrators 
hoped to send In 
two representatives to ask H enry 
Ford to employ a larger num ber of 
men. 
Forcas Accus* Each Other. 
The opposing forces accused each 
o tle r of inciting th e tragic conclu­ 
sion to the march. 
PoUce said six shots from the 
dem onstrators, fired from behind a 
parked car, started the fight. The 
m archers who passed through 
a 
tear gas bomb attack 
and 
w ith­ 
stood 
H eeling 
w ater 
from fire 
hose before reaching the plant, said 
police started 
the 
firing. 
They 
claimed to have fought only with 
bricks and stones- 
The m archers, who assem bled in 
D etroit and m arched two mile* to 
the plant, drove before them with 
a show er of stones the 30-man de­ 
tail of D earborn police which a t­ 
tem pted to halt them with tear gas 
a t the city lim its. 
As they approached the gate of 
th e Ford plant, stream s of w ater 
which froze w here It struck w ere 
turned on the crowd from an over­ 
head bridge. 
Every observer 
had a different 
story of w hat happened then, but 
they w ere agreed 
that 
B ennett 
drove through the crowd In en au­ 
tomobile. 
Detective Hugh 
Quinn (old re­ 
porters he was

w ithin 
five feet of B ennett when a man 
approached and fired at B en n ett 
Quinn said that before 
he 
could 
draw his own gun, B ennett retu rn ­ 
ed the fire and bls assailant fell 
dead. 
An eye w itness said police w ere 
lined up beneath th e viaduct and 
th at as the m archers approached, 
som eone railed out. "lf you come 
on you're going to get It." They 
cam e on and pistols and shotguns 
sprayed lead through the crowd.
